£400,000 in 1926, and £560,000 in 
1927. Leans obtained in London 
amounted to £1,800,000 and by the 
ond. of the year £1,385.000 had been. 
repaid. “the Hong -hong and 
Shanghai Banking Corporation are 
now the sole lenders. 

All ‘loans fell due for repayment

The report of the Official Receiver. 
for the year 1928 states:— 

New bankruptcy business during the 
jast, year has been considerably smaller 
Jin volume than that during 1927, the 
assets for distribution among creditors 
only amounting to a tum of approxim- 
ately twenty-six thousand’ dollars, ag 


‘against four hundred and forty-nine 


thousand dollars in ‘1927, and the estim- 
ated liabilities to two hundred and 
seven thousand, as against two mil- 
lion seyen hundred and clehty-elght 
thousand dollars. 
Fees 

The fees received for. Official Re- 
ceiver’s commission, however, amount- 
ed approximately to twenty ‘thousand’ 
dollars, constituting a record for this 
office, at any- tate, during the last 10 
years. This is accounted for by the 
reyenue derived from winding up. the 
large - estate which went into bank- 


ruptey during the year 1927, and the, 


distribution. of which had not: been 
completed during that period. 
Bankruptcy Discharged 

Nothing: of -particular ‘significance 
occurred: in bankruptcy ‘administration 
during the period under review, but the 
pronouncement made at the beginning 
of the year by the Chief Justice, that 
it was.intended in future to enforce the 
provision, peculiar to.the local legisla- 
ture, contained’ in sub-section (2) of 
section. 27 of the. Ordinance, (which 
provides in effect that where a debtor 
doés ‘not of his own accord apply for 
his discharge within a reasonable time, 
the Court may<compel. him to’ do’ so) 
will probably have considerable effect, 
and will, except in cases of genuine 
mizfortune; make bankruptcy a rather 
less: attractive ~ and more. hazardous 
undertaking’ than hitherto has, “been the 
case. Many bankruptcy offences only 
arise when. discharge is applied for.

DANGER OF DISEASE’ 


# Before a conclusion” can "be 
Arrived at, a thorough chemical and 
bacterislogical examination must be 
carried out and. the results care- 


Such-examination should be en- 
trusted to specialists, chemists, and 
dacteriologists. Theit : opinion will, 
‘be given not only on the ecxamina- 
tion’ of the material itself, but after 
consideration ‘of information with 
regard to the source of ‘the sample, 
the position and surroundings of the 
well or other collection of water 
from which it was drawn. With all 
samples forwarded for examination 
such information should always be 


For the collection of samples for 
chemical examination a clean Win- 
chester quart bottle, which holds 
about half a gallon,. fitted with a 
glass stopper, should be used. 


. Before collecting the sample the 
bottle should be well rinséd with the 


wells, rivers, lakes, and reservoirs 
the portion to. be examined should 
be. obtained by plunging the bottle 
below the surface. If taken-from a 
tap the first quantity that runs off 
should be rejected in order to pre-~ 
vent the entry of possible impurities 
from the pipe. 

: Stored in Ice 

Smaller quantities - are required 
for bacteriological . examination. 
They should, of course, collected 
in perfectly sterile vessels and stored, 
in ‘ice if possible, till the examina- 
tion is made, It is . advisable to 
communicate with the bacteriologist 
who is to carry out the investiga- 
tion, as probably he may: desire to 
send a special outfit for the collec- 
tion and forwarding . of the Speci- 
mens. 

As regards thé examination made 
and the methods adopted by the 
chemist and . bacteriologist nothing 
more need be said than that both 
carry out their investigation quali- | 
tatively. and quantitatively. The 
former examines, or may examine, 
for minerals, metals, and organic 
matter, and: -:stimates the amounts 
of these as. well as the. degrees of 
hardness per gallon, The bacterio- 


a logist, in addition to estimating the 


total number of organisms present, 
makes a special examination for 
jntestinal and..sewage organisms. 


Distribution of Water 


Usually the reservoirs: in which 
water for a community is collected 
are placed at a sufficiently high level 
to permit of — its distribution by 
gravitation, and it is not uncom- 
monly the case in large district that 
supplementary or service reservoirs, 
to which the water is conducted in 
open or closed aqueducts, are placed 
at various points to facilitate dis- 
tribution to certain-cases. Some- 
dimes it is necessary. to pump.tha, 
water td these reservoirs, but the 
course adopted depends entirely 
upon the geography of the district, 


Filtration is. generally carried out } 


before the water is distributed, and 
unless preliminary storage is to 
form part of the process of purifica- 
tion’ the filter bed is the earliest 
destination, From this ‘the water 
goes to settling tanks and thence 
through aqueducts direct. to the 
tains of the service reservoirs. ~ 
Aqueducts Closed 

As far as possible, in order to 
avoid. escape of water “and to: pre- 
vent: entrance of contaminating 
materials from outside, the 
aqueducts should be closed. The s0- 
ealled water mains are always. closed 
pipes and run underground.

ANNUAL REPORT SHOWS OVER- 
DRAFT OF £147,000 
The ninety-fourth annual report of 
the. Boilermakers’ Society states that 
since 1920 the number of men employed 
in. the various branches of the ship- 
building and boilr-shop industries has 
fallen considerably. There were 13,838 
members locking {or work, while many 
thousands had gone to-other industries 
or to other countries to finda means 
of livelihood. The flow of ‘apprentices 
was checked, and the net loss.of -mem> 
bers last year was 2,206. ‘ 
At the close of the year there were 


the end of 1927, The contributions in 
the past year: were £157,481, as. com- 
pared with £156,975 in 1927, an in- 
erease of £506. This was atiributable 
“to the better ‘employment of members

‘Thus theve remains: no “possible doubt 
that transplantation can be effectively 
managed, but there is unfortutiately no 
reason to; think, Mr! Maurice says, that 
it can be made an economic proposi- 
tion.. Transplantation “is still;in the 
laboratory stage and there‘seems ‘small 
indication that it will Soon be ripe for 
commercial. exploitation, é -

SWEDEN, 


51 SHIPS OF 215,400 TONS UNDER 
CONSTRUCTION 


According toa report of the Swedish 
Gommittee of Lloyd’s Register the 
tota] number of ships contracted with 
Swedish yards amounts'to 61 of a coni- 
bined gross tonnage of 215,400, Of 
these 36 vessels of a total of 164,000 
gross tons are destined for classification 
in the register-in question. In the mat- 
ter of the tonnage launched in the past 
quarter it is stated. that Sweden occu- 
pies the third place among shipbuild- 
ing countries, coming after Great Bri- 
tain and Germany. : 

‘The: Swedish yards are so well’ oc- 
cupied with. work for the immediate 
future that Mr. Gunnar Carlsson, 
Swedish shipowner, has entered into 4 
contract with Messrs. W. Doxford and 
Sens, of Sunderland, for the cén- 
struction of two motor tankers, each of 
about :13,600 deadweight tons, for de- 
livery within so short a period as the 
spring :of 1980. The vessels are said 
to have been chartered for ten. years 
by an American oil company. 

An agreement is reported to have 
been’ entered into by the Lindholmen- 
Motela Company, 
for ‘the modernisation of the ‘cargo 
steamer “Rio: Azul,” which belongs to 
the. Thompson Steam Shipping. Com- 
pany, af London. The ship, which was 


‘only built’ at Blyth in 1921, is to be 


equipped with the Lentz engine, super- 
heater, etc, and the coal economy re- 
sulting. from the improvements is 
guéranteed to be 25 percent. - 
On May 2 there was launched at 
Gotaverken the ‘combined cargo and 
passenger liner “Samuel: Bakke,” a 
sister-ship to the “Jobn Bakke,” con- 
pleted’ a month. ago for Mr. Knut 
Knutsen, Haugesund. Both ships are 
for service between Continental ports 
and the Pacific coast.

MR. JUSTICE EVE. 


TOO BUSY TO SEE 
LONDON’ 


. LORD HEWART’S JOKE 


Mr. Justice Eve, who on’ his own 
confession, knows very little about 
London, is 72, and has been on the 
Bench in the Chaneery Division for 22 
years. nrg ee a : 

Although he -is a Londoner born, he 
says that . he has never heen inside | 
the} ~ :

London places, 
He has only once been to St. -Paul's 
Cathedral. 

Why has so eminent a citizen such 
scanty acquaintance with the great 
public institutions of his birthplace? 
One who knows him intimately told the 


‘| “Evening News” the secret of it. 


“Mr. Justice Eve, like the curate in 
‘The Private Secretary,” says; ‘I don’t 
like London,” but it is not disinclina- 
tion to explore Landon that accounts 
for his lack of knowledge of the capi- 
tal. It is, and has been lack of op- 
hortunity. $ 

“He has 
life, 
little leisure, before he was called to 
the Bar nearly fifty years ago, and, 
after that, his time was fully secupied 
with his professién, for he: was by no 
means a briefless barrister. 

“He meant to succeed, and he studied 
at home after his work in chambers and 
the courts. He was M.P. for Ashbur- 
ton from 1904 to 1907, and in that 
period I have. frequently seen a cub 
standing outside the -courts ready to 
rush him down to the House as soon as 
he could leave a case, 


Work—and More Work 

“He has been known to take papers 
to the House of Commons and carry on 
with them in a rom there while he 
waited fox the division bell to ring. 

“It was in 1907 that he was made 
a judge, and since then his outside 
life has been practienlly confined to the 
journeys between the courts and his 
house and’ occasional visits to his 
clubs, except for his holidays, when he 
hurries away from, London. 

“You must not suppose. that a 
judge’s work is finished for the day 
when the court rises. I have known 
Mr. Justice Eve te be occupied day 
after day in his room until 7 pm. or 
later, And if he does not Stay at the 
courts he takes ‘documents home to 
work at'them after dinner.

ESSENTIAL TYRE. 


HOW TO LENGTHEN ITS 
LIFE 
[This is the third article of a 

“new: and interesting series on 

tyres of to-day. It gives valu- 

able hints on care and main- 

tenance.] 
‘In the last article in this series, 
consideration was given to the in- 
flation pressure question—one of 
the vital questions in connection 
with pheumatic tyre usage and 
life. It may be asserted with 
confidence that practically 90 per 
cent. of premature: ‘tyre failures 
are due in some measure to In- 
correct inflation pressure. We 
have seen the varying results of 
running tyres at inadequate pres- 
sures and we now come to the 
consideration’ of “concussion 
bursts’perhaps the commonest 
form of damage associated . with 
the’ balloon or low pressure type 
of tyre. 

In. any consideration of this 
form of damage, it is well to. re- 
member. that the constitution of 
the cord casing of a pneumatic 
motor tyre is. necessarily a matter 
of . carefal .compronise.
